Editor The Star: Because the Ar- 


1«nsas,,.Taxpayers,,,Lg.ggue!. an. organ- 
ization committed to the abolition of 
the sales tax in Arkansas, has been 
active in the slate, and more recently 
in Hempstead county, in obtaining 
signatures on a petition asking that 
Act 364 of 1939, which s an act to con- 
tinue the present sales' lax law in ef- 
fect after July 1, 1939, be referred, we 
deem it expedient to call the 'alien- 
lion of 
the 
citizenship of Hemp- 


stead county to the various agencies of 
our government dependent upon the 
•sales tax, and the effect that a dis- 
continuance of the sales tax, at a time 
when no provisions wei'e made for 
revenue to replace Ihe sales lax rev- 
enue, would have on those agencies. 


Two-thirds of all the money ex- 


pended by the State Welfare Depart- 
ment is made possible by reason of the 
Sales Tax.

Bread, Though Sustaining; Not Complete Food, 


Says-Fishtrehr 
• -' 


So widespread in all the World is the 


use of bread as n food that the word 
"bread" is frequently considered syn- 
onymous with food. 


When people are hungry, they ask 


for bread. In the United Stales we 
Use about SO pounds of wheat bread 
per person per year and about 10 
pounds per person per year of other 
kinds of bread. 


Although it'has been proved by ex- 


periments that a human being can live 
for a long time on bread and water 
and .perhaps almost indefinitely on 
bread and milk, the facts are that bread 
is not. a complete food. 


Obviously,, bread ina.de with while 


flour 'is riot, as complete- a 'food as 
bread made with whole wheat. The 
removal of wheat bran and wheat germ 
in the preparation of white flour cuts 
down the mineral content one-half for 
calcium1, one-half for potassium, one- 
fifth for phosphorus, and 
one-fifth 


for iron. 


The reduction in calcium and phos- 


phorus is not important because wheat 
has not n correct ratio of calcium to 
phosphorus. Moreover, we get extra 
calcium in .considerable amounts by 
the milk and'milk products which are 
taken in our diets. 


The iron lost in the prepration a 


white flow is important because o 
blood. Ordinary wheat flour does no 
contain vitamin D or vitamin C anc 
the amount of vitamin A which it con- 
tains is insignificant. 


We obtain these vitamins from eggs 


liver, cod liver oil, and the fresh fruit 
juices. However, the content of vita 
min B in flour is considerable. 


White flour bread 'made from wheat 


contains only one-fourth to one-six- 
teenth as much vi^imin Bl as whole 
wheat bread. Whole wheat flour also 
contains a larger percentage of vita- 
min B2. 


The pro-vitamin A or carotene which 


s contained in whole wheat is us- 
ually removed in the preparation of 
lour.because it gives the flour a yel- 
ow color. 
Fortunately, we are learning more 


and more to eat widely varied diets 
containing not only wheat bread, but 
other cereals, fruits and vegetables, 
t is important, however, for all of us 


to know the important food factors 
contained in what we eat so ns to pro- 
tect ourselves against deficiencies.

Paul Works a IJ;u-d Fiultl 


Text: Acts 18:1, 4-11; I Corint|)ifins 


2:1-5, 


Tho method of Paul's preaching was 


to attend the synagogue wherever he 
went, presenting to those of his own 
religion and race what he conceived 
to be the fulfillment of the religious 
teaching of the Old Testament proph- 
ets in the coming of Jesus, thp Messiah, 
iind in the Gospel concerning His life, 
death and resurrection. Apparently 
Greeks or Gentiles were in the syna- 
gogue as well, and were interested in 
Piui! and in his teachings, 


It throws considerable light upon 


the progressive nature of Jewish cul- 
lure and religion that the synagogu,e 
should have been to such an extent

a place of open meeting and discus- 
sion. 


It seems to have been in some re- 


spects a sort of forum of religion, and 
this fact should not be lost sight of in 
recognizing that many of the Jews 
showed the hostile altitude toward 
Paul and his teaching that has boon 
common on the part of religious peo- 
ple in every age and -country toward 
those who have seemed to be setting 
up new teaching. 


In religious 
circles 
particularly, 


where opinions are decided and con- 
victions strong, the attitude of hos- 
tility to anyone who seems to be an 
innovator or to be departing from 
commonly accepted 
conceptions of 


truth is so widely prevalent as to be 
almost normal. 


The thing that is really worthy of 


comment is that, in spite of all this, 
both synagogues . and churches—re- 
gardless of all their narrowness—have 
after all been the chief places of 
promulgating religious truth. 


Paul found the opposition of some 


ol Ihe Jews so strong that he turned 
to the Gentiles and made the chief 
center of his propagandism the house I 
of Titus Justus, whose house was adr 
jacent to the synagogue. 


The inference would be thai, though 


Titus Justus was a devout man who 
worshiped God, he was a Gentile who 
had accepted the 'Jewish teaching con- 
cerning the one God. But Crispus, 
tho ruler of 
the 
synagogue, was 


among those who accepted 
Paul's 


preaching, and with many other Co- 
rinthians, he was baptized. 


Paul seems to have betyi in the 


midst of a great deal of ferment in 
spite of the encouragement he received 
because by night there came a vision 
to him, giving bini strength and urg- 
ing him that he should not be afraid. 


The result was that Paul spent one 


of the longest periods of his whole 
missionary journeys in' the city of 
Corinth, staying /at that time for a 
whole ye&r and six months, presum- 
ably following his occupation «s a 
lentmaker while teaching the word of 
Cod. 
It is interesting, in the light of 


Paul's experiences in Corinth and his 
long stay there, to read Paul's letters 
to the Corinthians—the longest two 
of his Epistles. 


The portion of the Epistle attached 


to this lesson brings very vividly be- 
fore us Paul's recollection of his time 
spent in Corinth and the spirit in 
which he had carried on his ministry 
there. The church at Corinth had 
eminent and fluent speakers, like Ap- 
pollos, and in contrast with these, Paul 
who was evidently not so fluent, felt 
his weakness. 


It is strange to find a man who 


seems so bold and courageous in mat- 
ters of faith admitting that he wns 
with the Corinthians "in weakness, 
and in fear, and in much trembling." 
It throws an interesting light upon 
what great faith and strong convic- 
tions can do to overcome natural 
weakness and hesitation.

WASHINGTON — While the head- 


lines give you a blow-by-blow ac- 
count of the argument between PY.esi- 
dent Roosevelt and the German and 
Italian dictators, there's 
something 


more significant in the debate. than 
the headlines tell, namely: 


That the heads of, great powers 


deem it wise to argue at all rather 
than shoot first and explain later. 


The mere fact that an argument is 


• under way is a tribute to public opin- 


ion as a world-wide force to be reckon- 
ed with. It is ample 
proof 
that 


no leader can afford to start a war 
without his making some kind of case 
to prove he is a defender of his' na- 
tion—not a Napoleon bent o'n ag- 
gression. 


This • is the first instance in the 


history of major disputes when the 
public got at least a part of the 


. cases \for and against war 
before 


hostilities opened up. Up until now 
great crises have been. threshed out 
behind locked doors. 
If war re- 


sulted, then it was time enough to 
explain^ to a, blindly loyal public 
what the shooting was all about. 


No 'Hidden Ball' 


It is true, of course, that the pub- 


lic doesn't see every play even yet. 
But the plays it .misses because they 
are made so rapidly or involve such 
complex diplomacy are minor ones. 


In the past, the public has waited 


months or years- to get even fairly 
accurate picture of what happened 
to push men into war. The World War 


• is an apt illustration; Half a generat- 


ion elapsed before historians got at 
pnvate papers and other secret docu- 
•ments to piece together exactly what 
' happened from day to day and hour 


to hour just before the fateful de- 


, derations. Even yet there are argu- 
"jnents as to who started that war. 


, - -But since the World War the pub- 


lic has become more wary. No^ leader 


i dares to ignore the public on national 


crises. He tries to prepare the public 
mind for what he's doing. 
Maybe 


he .tells the truth; maybe not— but he 
does plead his case before shooting. 


Also, in a crisis, nations scram- 


ble to win public opinion ebroacl. 
Phrases like Germany's "room to live" 
and the Franco-British "peace front" 
count" not only domestic sup'port, 
but also world approbation.

is on the other foot. Great Britain 
and the United States—or rather' their 
governments—have the upper hand be- 
cause they arc trained to state their 
cases persuasively, and because they 
profess no control over the thoughts 
of their citizens and subjects. . 


. The dictator, on the other hand, 
must reverse his tactics on the world 
stage. No longer can be direct pub- 
lic opinion to believe'as he says. 
He must also be persusive. He must 
alsoi have a case. 


And it's simply tliat process of mak- 


ing a case that is monopolizing your 
newesfaper's front pages these days.
